With 3 p er cent decrease in mules 
and 4 p er cent decrease in horses 
during 1941 and fewer colts raised 
than in 19 40, Dep artment of Agri­ 
culture rep orts show that the sup ­ 
p ly of work stock for farm p ower 
continues its steady decline. At the 
same time, “Food for Victory ” re­ 
quirements and reduced sup p lies of 
p ower equip ment are increasing the 
demand for p ower and more effic­ 
ient p ower. 
To meet the 
situation, 
p rop er 
care of work stock is of increasing 
imp ortance this season. Feeding and 
better care not only p roduce 
more 
p ower from horses and mules, to­ 
day , but also lengthen the working 
life of the animals, thereby reducing 
annual requirements of colts for re­ 
p lacements. 
Good p astures, liv estock authori­ 
ties p oint out, are esp ecially imp or­ 
tant in maintaining idle stock eco­ 
nomically and for grazing working 
animals at night and on Sunday s. 
Work stock need amp le water and 
salt at all times, and it is adv isable 
to keep av ailable a mineral mix ture 
of equal p arts of steamed bone meal, 
oy ster shell flour or ground lime­ 
stone, and salt. 
Idle stock can be maintained eco­ 
nomically on a large p rop ortion of 
roughage, while working horses and 
mules must hav e more grain 
and 
p rotein sup p lement in rations 
to 
work efficiently . Cottonseed meal is 
a dep endable, widely -used source of 
quality p rotein for work stock. 
A mix ture easy to make and feed 
animals at heav y work consists of: 
64 p ounds of ground ear corn, 12 
p ounds of cottonseed meal and 24 
p ounds of 
cottonseed hulls. 
One 
and three-fourths 
p ounds 
of 
the 
mix ture should be fed, 
daily , 
for 
each 100 p ounds that each animal 
weighs, along with all of the good 
hay they will eat. To p rev ent mold, 
ear corn should be ground as it is 
needed. 
By starting now, to giv e 
their 
work stock better care and feeding 
for the work season ahead, farmers 
can do much to increase the use­ 
fulness of their horses and 
mules 
and p rolong their useful life on the 
farm.
